Reso.ution.—The Governor-General in Council has had under his con- 
sideration a case which occurred in A last in the Saran district, of which 
Chapra is the head-quarters, and which has attracted much public attention and 
comment. The salient facts, about which there seems to be little or no dispute, 
are briefly Laer noy below. At the time of their cooerenoe) Mr. Twidell, 
an officer of not quite five years’ standing, was temporarily officiating as Magis- 
trate and Collector of the district. Mr toda , an officer of abéat, the same 
service, was his District Superintendent of Police, and had for. his assistant 
Mr. Corbett, a probationer, who had been for less than two years in the 
department. Mr. Simkins was the District Engineer. On the district staff 
was Maulvi Zakir Hossein, a Deputy Magistrate of 27 years’ standing. 

2. On the 19th August Mr. Corbett and Mr. Simkins went out to the 
village of Phulwaria, in order to supervise and obtain labour for the repair of 
certain embankments which pease the surrounding country from dangerous 
and destructive floods, and the responsibility fer maintaining which lies upon 
the local landholders. In the village they met one Narsingh Singh, a police 
constable, on sick leave from Jalpaiguri. en required to assist the author- 
ities, this man was insolent to Mr. Corbett, who assaulted him slightly. 
Narsingh Singh then ran at Mr, Corbett, who knocked him down in sof 
defence. ‘Phe man then called upon the villagers, of whom a considerable 
number were standing round, to help him (/athi cha/ao), upon which Mr. Corbett 
thrashed him severely while he was down, and Mr. Simkins gave him several 
cuts with his cane, One of the villagers threatened Mr. Simkins with a Jafhi, 
but was disarmed by him. 

_ 8. On the next morning, which was a Sunday, Narsingh Singh attended 
at the Chapra hospital to be treated as an out-patient for a certain disease. 
The Civil Surgeon noticed that he had two black eyes, and, upon asking how he 
got them, was told that he had been beaten by the Assistant District Superin- 
tendent of Police. It appears that.the occurrence of the previous day been 
discussed in the station; and after leaving the hospital, the Civil Surgeon men- 
tioned to both Mr. Corbett and Mr, that “ Corbett’s friend” was in the 
station. Mr. Bradley immediately sent an Inspector to find the man; but mean- 
while Mr, Corbett had himself _ to the mg ie and found N Singh, 
whom he brought pe pa soma Rea r. sere give him his choice 
between resignin being prosecuted; and on his refusing to resign, the two 
police officers took him off to Mr. Twidell’s house, where, after consultation 
with the latter, Mr. Corbett lodged a formal complaint against him under 
section 353, Indian Penal Code, of assault to deter a public servant from the 
discharge of his duty, a non-compoundable but bailable offence, for which the 
police may arrest without warrant. Mr. Twidell accepted the complaint and 
directed a prosecution, and Narsingh Singh was forthwith placed in confine- 
ment. Before the formal: complaint. was presented, Mr. Bradley had again 
asked Narsingh ree whether he would. rosign, and the latter had agreed to 
do so; but Mr. B ley then refused to his resi on. 

4, Narsingh Singh was tried by i Zakir in, and eventually 
convicted of abetment of simple assault (section 852), and of insult intended to 
provoke. breach of the peace (section 504), and sentenced to two months 
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Tigorous ’ imprisonment. At one stage of the trial Mr. Bradley was allowed to 

assist in the prosecution while sitting on the Bench; and the Deputy Magistrate 
twice consulted the District Magistrate regarding its conduct, on one occasion in 
consultation with Mr. Bradley also. Narsingh Singh aupesiad to the Sessions 
Judge, Mr. Pennell, and his counsel filed, together with his appeal, an affidavit 
containing serious allegations against the officers concerned with regard to their 
conduct in the case. Mr. Pennell called upon Mr. Twidell and, through him, 
spon Maulyi Zakir Hossein, for an explanation in penpent of these allegations. 

. Twidell declined to submit any explanation; and thereupon Mr. Pennell - 
summoned Messrs. Twidell, Bradley, Corbett, and Simkins, the Maulvi and the 
Civil Surgeon, as witnesses under section 428 of the Code of Criminal Proce- , 
dure. Finally, he accepted the appeal, quashed the conviction, and set aside 
the sentence. And in his judgment he commented at great length and with 
great severity upon the conduct of all concerned. 

5, The Government of Bengal then took up the matter. The conclu- * 
sions at which His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor arrived, and the action 
which he took, are set forth ir the following extracts from the second letter read 
in the preamble :— 

“Mr. Pennell’s strictures on the conduet of the officers are substantially as fullow :— 

that Mr. Corbett did not receive from Narsingh 8i vocation justifying the

2) that the prosecution of Narsingh Singh was instituted because it was feared ‘that 

na ale otherwise himself proceed criminally against Messrs, Oorbett and

(8) that Mr. Twidell very i y interfered repeatedly discussing the case 
sgrinet Narsingh Bingh with Maulvi Zakir Hossein in the course of the trial; 
an 

(4) that Maulvi Zakir Hossein preted himself to be influenced by Mr. Twidell, 
and convicted Narsing Singh on entirely inadequate grounds. 

“Both Mr. Twidell and Maulvi Zakir Hossein have asserted their innocence of any 
improper motive throughout the proceedings in which they were concerned. It is 
unnecessary to refer to their explanations in detail or to analyse the evidence on which the 
comments of the Sessions Judge were based. The Lieutenant-Governor’s opinion on the 
various points is clear, and [ am now to state it for the information of the Government of 
India. Me orders issued by Mr. T'widell forthe repair of the embankments were dictated 

a laudable desire on the part of a district officer to prevent the risk of inundations, 
which would have caused serious loss to the people. It lay on the zamindars and villagers 
to do what was needed to strengthen the embankments, any wages required for work done 
being payable by the zamindars, and the deputation of Messrs. Corbett-and Simkins to the 
spot to induce the people to assist was legitimate. The Lieutenant-Governor considers; 
however, that im the altercation and fracas which took place with Narsingh Singh Mr. 
Corbett was seriously to blame. He was hasty im first striking the man, and subsequently 
gave him a severe eating: The man was in a bad state of health, and His Honour is 
unable to accept the plea that the provocation he gave in any manner justified the treatment 
to which he wes subjected. With regard to the tion instituted against Narsingh 
Singh, the Lieutenant-Governor condemns the conduct of Messrs. Corbett and Bradley, and 
of Mr, Twidell in particular. Mr. een acted with 9 pre Bee - Phe as — 
imporpriety in ordering the prosecution, being aware specially that Narsingh Sing een 
beaten for his alleged opposition to Messrs. Corbett and Simkins. In the course of the trial 
also Mr. T'widell’s action was open to most serious comment. Subordinate Magistrates may 
sometimes seek the advice of the District Magistrates in difficult cases, while preserving their 
own juticial independence. Such consultations between judicial officers are premenepty 
not unknown even in higher Courts. In the present case, however, Mr. Twidell had himse 
directly ordered the re aie and the im ein ed his entering into any discussion of 
he case with the Doputy Magistrate should have been patent to him. As regards Maulvi 
Zakir Hossein, the Lieutenant-Governor considers that his conduct of the trial 
lamentable weakness of judgment and character. The conviction of a Singh was bad, 
and the sentence altogether excessive for the offence rant Mr. Bradley had a 
smaller share’ in the case than the officers already named, but the Lieutenant-Governor 
regards him also as deserving of censure for aiding in the institution of the prosecution 
Narsingh Singh and for taking an unn y prominent part in the conduct of the 
ccmodaiean Binet the trial. . 

The Lieutenant-Governor greatly regrets that the officers of the Saran distriet should, 
by their proceedings in this case, have brought themselves under the condemnation which 
must thus be passed upon them. Serious notice of their conduct is necessary, and His 
Honour has issued the following orders. Mr. Twidell will be barred from promotion to an 
Officiating Magistrate-Colleotorship for one year. Mr, Corbett, who has become entitled to 
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confirmation as an Assistant eemtaistontent of Police of the second grade, ar

6. As soon as Mr, Pennell’s judgment was brought to the notice of the 
Government of India, they requested the Bengal Government to furnish them 
with a full report upon the case. When that report was received, it appeared 
that the matter had not been completely dealt with, inasmuch as the action of 
all the parties concerned hud not been equally considered. With regard to the 
judgment of the Sessions Judge, they thought it desirable to invite the opinion 
of the High Court of Calcutta and to enquire whether the Honourable Judges con- 
templated taking any action with regard to it, The Honourable Court has now 
replied that it “is of opinion that certain passages in the judgment are expressed 

in terms which the Judges cannot but re as intemperate, and conspicuously 
wanting in that sense of dignity and self-restraint which ought to characterize 
judicial utterances,” and that an expression of the disapproval of the Court has 
bien communicated to Mr. Pennell, 

7. The Governor-General in Council regards this case as one of unusual — 
importance. It exemplifies in an aggravated, but typical, form several evils 
which from time to time force themselves upon the attention of Government, 
and which it is upon every ground of the utmost importance to restrain. The 
action of the executive and of the judicial officers has conduced to give to the 
facts a notoriety so great as to fall little short of a scandal, and to render it 
desirable that the Supreme Government should itself deal with the matter 

8. With regard to the fracas that occurred on the 19th August, the 
Governor-General in Council concurs in the conclusions of His Honour the 
Lieutenant-Governor. Whatever the provocation received, Mr. Corbett’s action 
in first assaulting Narsingh Singh was undignified and improper, And if, as 
appears to have been the case, he knocked him down in self-defence, his 
conduct in severely thrashing a man who lay at his mercy was lacking in any 
justification. In judging of his conduct, moreover, it is impossible to forget 
the fact that he was an English officer of Government; and that the position of 
such officers imposes upon them a very special responsibility towards the 
inhabitants of the country, in whose eyes they represent, each according to his 
degree, the Government of Her Majesty. It is incumbent upon any one so 
placed to exercise a very special self-restraint in his dealings with the people, 
and am necessary that he should be judged in such matters by a specially strict 
stan 


9. But it is the proceedings which followed after the quarrel of the 19th 
August that constitute the really serious element in the case. On the 19th a 
ser young officer lost his temper and his judgment, and thrashed a man who 

been insolent to him and had attempted to attack him. On the 20th, if the 
conclusions of the Judge who heard Narsingh Singh’s appeal are to be accepted, 
the Chief Magistrate of the district conspired with his two police officers to 
screen Mr. Corbett from the consequences of his fault, by prosecuting the man 
whom the latter had beaten for what was at most a merely technical offence, and 
for which ample, if not excessive, punishment had pone been inflicted ; while 
at a later stage, the District Magistrate and District Superintendent of Police 
brought improper influence to bear upon the Subordinate Magistrate who was 
trying the case. No more serious charge could be laid at the door of the 
officers charged with the administration of criminal police and justice in a district. 
The Governor-General in Council has therefore examined and considered the 
facts with the most scrupulous care, and the most anxious desire to do no 
injustice to any of the ies concerned ; and the more so, because he gathers 
from the Lieutenant- or’s silence on the point, that His Honour does 
not accept Mr. Pennell’s conclusions, at any rate as to the conspiracy. ” ' 

10. The result of this examination has been to leave upon the mind of the 
epaPopanrg itor e impression ae Messrs. Bradley and Corbett 

; » much animated in laying a complaint against Narsingh Sin a 
desire to vindicate their oulengut onibaciia te to uphold the desiplin’ of the 
police force, as they were by a desire to put further pressure upon Narsingh 
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_ Singh, Such conduct on their part amounted, in the opinion of the Governor- . 
General in Council, to little short of persecution, and was a flagrant abuse of 
the authority with which as police officers they were entrusted, 

11, As regards Mr, Twidell’s part in the matter, Mr. Pennell’s ‘assertion | 
that he was a party to a conspiracy in order to shield his friends, would, if it” 
were accepted, involve a culpability on his part by so muclr greater than theirs. 
as his office and responsibilities were higher. e circumstances are not free, 
from doubt, But the Governor-General’ in Council, while holding that: 
Mr. Trwidell’s conduct was both unwise and ieapreer, is prepared to believe 
that in directing the prosecution he acted in good faith. 

12. His subsequent action, in advising the Deputy Magistrate as to the 
conduct of the case, was unfortunately not less indiscreet. 'The’Governor- 
General in Council agrees with His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor in thinking , 
that Subordinate Magistrates may properly and usefully seek the advice 
of the District Magistrate on questions at in cases that are before them, 
without in any way forfeiting or impairing their judicial independence. But -it 
is gssential that the District Magistrate should scrupulously abstain -from such 
consultation, whenever there is possible room for the suggestion that any 
personal element may colour his advice. The question of the union of judicial 
and executive functions is now under the consideration of the Government. of, 
India, and is one upon which much discussion has already been expended. | It 
will be conceded, however, by all parties that when the two functions are 
united in the same hands it behoves those who exercise them to abstain, not 
only from any abuse, but also from any semblance of abuse, of the powers thus 
conferred upon them, and to avoid, with the most scrupulous care, any action 
that may give reasonable ground for the allegation that the objects of the 
excutive are improperly permitted to influence the independence of'the judicial, 
branch of the administration, Both branches have one common object—the., 
good government of the country, and the peace and prosperity of the people;-. 
and it is regrettable that there should be either confusion or collision of 
functions in aming at this end, 


13. The Government of India do not propose to interfere with the orders 
which the Bengal Government have passed in the case of the executive officers 
concerned. The punishment inflicted, if not adequate to the offence as it is 
regarded by the Governor-General in Council, is at least substantial. And His 
Excellency in Council cannot but regard the lamentable occurrence which he 
has been discussing, as in some degree due to the fact that there was no officer 
of age and experience present in the district staff, whose more mature judgment 
scight have cevctak them. That this was so is explained by the Bengal 
Government to have been due partly to an unavoidable accident, but mainly to 
the regrettable shorthandedness of the executive staff, which is now rapidly 
disappearing in consequence of increased recruitment, 


14. There remains the action of Mr. Pennell, the Sessions Judge who 
heard Narsingh Singh’sappeal. The Governor-General in Council has read with 
entire agreement the opinion expressed Ps : the High Court upon the nature! of - 
Mr. Pennell’s judgment. It appears to His ExeeHency in Council to have'béen” 
affected by an animus which there was little attempt to conceal. The issue 
before Mr. Pennell was whether Narsingh Singh had or had not been rightly 
convicted and sentenced. But it is clear that Mr. Pennell was even more con- 
cerned with the conduct of the executive officers than with the guilt or innocence 
of Narsingh Singh, and that those officers who had been summoned as witnesses 
virtually occupied the position of accused, though put on oath to criminate 
themselyes, While it is inevitable that a Judge should comment upon the con- 
duct of the executive in so far as it bears upon the issue which he is trying, and 
while it is proper that he should bring to the notice of superior authority any 
abuse of power which may seem to him to have taken place, there is yet acorre- 

ding responsibility imposed upon him for the discreet and proper use of the 
h of inquiry and of comment which is essential to the due discharge of: 
judicial duties. In the present case the Governor-General in Council is in con- 
Nei: with the High Court in thinking that this discretion was altogether 
ign 
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15. Such are the conclusions to which the Governor-General in Council 
has been led regarding a case which, while discreditable to the majority of the 
officers concerned, has also cast discredit upon the Government to which those . 
officers belong. Cuses of such a serious nature are fortunately of rare occur- 
rence; but when they do occur the authority and prestige of Government are 
maieriaily weakened. It is to be hoped that the public attention which has 
been culied to the present incident, and the notice which the Government of 
India have been compelled to take of the matter, may prevent the recurrence 
of similar events in the future, and may be productive of good in vindicating 
that high standard to which it is essential that British administration in this 
country should steadily conform.

Greeting —Wuereras We, taking into Our Royal consideration that there do not exist 
adequate means whereby We can reward important and useful services rendered to Us in Our 
Indian Empire in the advancement of the public interests of Our said Empire, and taking 
also into consideration the expediency of dittinguishing such services by some mark of Our 
Royal favour: Now for the purpose of attaining an end so desirable as that of thus 
distinguishi such services aforesaid, We have instituted and created, and by these 
presents for Us, Our Heirs and Successors, do institute and create, a new Decoration,— 
to be designated as hereinafter described,—and We are graciously pleased to make, ordain, 
and establish the following Rules and Ordinances for the Government of the same which shall 
from henceforth be inviolably observed and kept:

Sizthly—It is ordained that the Medal shall consist of an oval shaped emp or 
Decoration—in gold for the First Class and in silver for the Second Olass—with Our =o 
Cypher in the centre on one side ‘and on the reverse the words “ Kaisar-i-Hind for lic 
Service in India,” and that it shall be suspended pn the left breast ‘by a dark blue ribbon. 

Seventhly.—It is ordained that the names of those persons to whom a Medal of either 
class may be awarded shall be published in the Gasette of India and in the Gazette of the 
Local Government under the jurisdiction of which the service was rendered, and shall be 
entered in all Civil and Official lists, and that a pegeny of such names shall be kept fn the 
Office of the Home Department of the Government of Indi 

EFighthly.—It is ordained that if any one, after having received either of the Medals, 
again renders such service as, if he had not received such Medal, would have entitled him to 
it, such further service shall be recorded by a bar attached to the ribbon by which the Medal 
is suspended: and for every such additional service an additional bar may be added. 

Ninthly.—In order to make such additional provisions as shall effectually preserve pure 
this honourable Decoration, it is ordained that if any person on whom the Medal of the 
First Class is conferred be guilty of any crime or disgraceful conduct which in Our Judgment 
disqualifies him for the same, his name shall, by an especial Warrant under Our Sign 
Manual, to be countersigned by One of Our Principal retaries of State, be forthwith 
erased from the lists of those upon whom the said Decoration shall have been conferred and 
his Medal forfeited and returned to Us, Our Heirs and Successors: and in the case of those 
who have been awarded Medals of the Second Olass, such erasure of their names from the 
lists of those upon whom the said Decoration shall have been conferred and forfeiture of 
their Medals shall be effected under the Order of Our Governor-General of India for the time 
being, to whom their Medals shall be returned. And every person to whom the said Medal 
is given shall, before receiving the same, enter into an engagement to return the same, if his 
name shall be erased as aforesaid. 

Provided that We, Our Heirs and Successors, shall at all times have power to restore the 
Medal of the First Olass to any person who may have beon deprived of it when ciroumstan- 
ces render such restoration just and expedient, and that in like circumstances Our Governor- 
General of India for the time being shal] have power by his Order to restore the Medal of 
the Second Class to any person who may have been deprived of it.

(1) To a Central Relief Committee, if a General Relief Committee shall have been 
established for the time being to administer Famine Charitable Relief funds 
in all parts of India. .

(8) If neither a Central Relief Committee nor a Provincial Relief Committee shell 
have been established, then to such person or persons as the Bourd may appoint 
in the locality where the distress prevails, fhe Board having first satisfied itself 
that proper arrangements for the distribution of relief through trustworthy 
agents have been made.
